New York, Jan. 20 UP)— Au­ 
g ustine Davis, who invented and j 
m anufactured acetylene lig hting 
and welding apparatus, is dead. 
He succumbed yesterday at his 
home in his 8 2nd year. 
At Chicag o in 1896 he invented 
the acetylene lig hting g enerator 
which was widely used for il­ 
lumination. A native of Elkader, 
la., he lived for a time at Du­ 
buq ue with his g rand-father, 
Timothy Davis, member of con­ 
g ress. Moving to Galesville, Wis., 
in 1867 , he later org anized the 
Galesville Independent, now the 
Galesville Republican. 
Two years after marrying Miss 
Serena A. Crouch in Galesville 
in 187 9, he mig rated with his 
wife to Huron, Dakota territory. 
He had ex tensive newspaper and 
business projects there and was 
a leader in the movement which 
obtained the division of the ter­ 
ritory and ultimately the admis- 1 
sion of South Dakota as a state, j 
A few years later he became 
publisher of the National Jour- I 
nalist in Chicag o and still later, 
j

France was labelled a “thoroug h 
ing rate" in the senate today by 
Senator Arthur Robinson 
(R. 
Ind.) in an address criticizing 
that nation’s war debt payment 
default and ex pressing opposi­ 
tion to any cancellation or re­ 
duction. 
Robinson, chairman of the ju­ 
diciary subcommittee considering 
the bill of Senator Johnson (R. 
Calif.) which would prohibit flo­ 
tation in this country of default­ 
ing nations’ securities, approved 
th at measure and urg ed its en­ 
actment. 
“The Republic of France," he 
said, “is entitled to no consider­ 
ation from us. . . If she would 
think more of peace, less of war, 
cut down her enormous arm a­ 
ments and ex hibit the streng th 
of character nations are ex pect­ 
ed to possess, she could pay her 
honest oblig ations td the Ameri­ 
can people and never miss the 
money involved. 
“Furthermore, throug hout the 
past year, she has continuously 
done everything possible to em­ 
barrass this country economical­ 
ly. In fact, her withdrawals of 
g old from America at one time 
were so barefaced as to be posi­ 
tively unfriends," the senator 
said.

President-elect Roosevelt went to 
the White House today for the 
second time since his election to 
meet the troublesome issue of 
war debts and the world econo­ 
mics. 
A reported req uest by Great 
Britain for an immediate discus­ 
sion of debts and the proposed 
economic parley was understood 
to be the basis for the ex traor­ 
dinary meeting between the new­ 
ly-elected chief ex ecutive 
and 
President Hoover. 
But to the last, even after a 
leng thy study with his interna­ 
tional and financial advisers, Mr. 
Roosevelt insisted* th at “I don’t 
know w hat is g oing to come up.” 
However, there were many in­ 
dications 
from 
other 
sources 
th at Eng land was pressing for a 
q uick decision. 
Whatever th at nation may be 
asking , it was made clear by in­ 
tim ates of the president-elect 
th at he was adhering to his pol­ 
icy of divorcing war debts from 
the forthcoming world parley of 
economics. 
There has been discussion, very 
serious discussion, of settling 
the whole war debts situation by 
a lump sum payment by the Eu­ 
ropean debtors. It would help to 
balance the budg et nex t year 
and dispose of the whole vex ing 
issue. But the president-elect 
went to today’s meeting at the 
White House, with no apparent 
committments. 
Mr. Roosevelt took advantag e 
of his overnig ht stay in W ash­ 
ing ton to talk over the compli­ 
cated cong ressional situation and 
to size up prospective cabinet 
members. 
After a long series of meeting s 
last nig ht he was described as 
“reconciled" to an ex tra session 
of the new cong ress. This will be 
called in all probaility in mid- 
April, affording him first a fair 
opportunity to org anize the new 
Democratic 
g overnment 
after 
the March 4 inaug uration. 
Before consulting with Secre­ 
tary Stimson soon after his a r­ 
rival yesterday, the president­ 
elect talked with Senators John­ 
son, California Republican who 
supported him in the campaig n.

Althoug h barter is far from 
becoming the prevailing mode of 
doing business, even in com­ 
munities where it is org anized, 
the ag e-old practice has been re­ 
vived to a point where it makes 
possible thousands of deals to 
stimulate trade and create jobs. 
One larg e project patterned 
after a real* barter ex chang e is 
“Org anized Unemployed, Inc.,’” 
a Minneapo lis co rpo ratio n de­ 


sig ned to aid jobless in helping 
themselves. 
Directed by the Rev. Georg e 
Mecklenburg , it is “an ex peri­ 
m ent 
in 
co-operative 
living .” 
Scrip is issued by the corpora­ 
tion, backed by g oods in its 
warehouses and used by persons 
“buying ” or “selling ” the corpor­ 
ation’s g oods. 
In these warehouses are some 
13,000 
articles — rang ing 
from 
chopped wood to foodstuffs — 
acq uired by donation or throug h 
work done in ex chang e for scrip. 
Scrip is issued for labor, such as 
wood-cutting , canning and shoe-

She was forced to land, it was 
learned today, just when she was 
“running even” in her attem pt 
to break Amy Johnson’s record 
of about 4 h days for the London- 
Cape Town flig ht. 
Captain Hope, who set out 
yesterday to search for Hinkler, 
the famous Australian speed pi­ 
lot, failed ‘ to return last nig ht 
to his base at Lausanne. There 
were few places he could have 
landed without cracking up in 
the section of the Alps where he 
was operating . 
Captain Hope believed he had 
a new clue indicating Hinkler 
fell in the m ountains south of 
W etterhorn, the most imposing 
of Alps. Hope would have found 
it difficult to land anywhere in 
this section, where the most jag ­ 
g ed Alpine promontories are lo­ 
cated.

defects, 
through miracles, or spiritual 
power, is a problem that deeply 
concerns the minds of men even 
in this scientific age. The skep­ 
tically minded scoff at the pos­ 
sibility of miracles, and yet it 
must be evident to all thinking 
and observant people that there 
is a certain power of mind over 
m atter, and a spiritual influence 
that has physical effects upon 
health and strength.

Careful scientific investigation 
of the phenomena of m ental and 
spiritual healing, it is true, usu­ 
ally dissipates many extreme 
claims. It will be found, often, 
that the diagnosis was not ac­ 
curate and that what was repre­ 
sented as serious or organic dis­ 
ease was some functional tro u­ 
ble; or it will be found, in many 


instances, 
th at 
the 
supposed 
healing has been rather tempo­ 
rary and due to some strange 
exultation of the moment. 
But even when all such cases 
are taken into account, there is 
still a residue of reality in spir­ 
itual healing; and wise men may 
well recognize tile fact. 
It should, however, be remem­ 
bered th at Jesus never laid the 
great stress upon his power to 
heal the body. He never repre­ 
sented his “mighty works” as the 
great thing in his mission. The 
supreme thing was the truth 
that he came to declare. It was 
for this end that he said he had 
been born, that he had come 
into the world “to bear witness 
unto truth.” He also defined his 
mission as “to seek and to save 
the lost.” 
Hence it was that the deepest 
of all messages that Jesus had 
for men was the message of for­ 
giveness through the love and 
grace of God. Any work of won­ 
der that he performed was in 
testimony to the deeper power 


th at he exercised over the souls 
of men as one who had come 
with the supreme purpose of 
bringing them salvation.
